TALKS ON TRADE. SUNDAY NYTIMES REPORTED PORTUGAL 
DENIES SOVIETS ASK PORT; BALTSUN HAD SOVIET REPORTED RENEG- 
ING ON LEND-LEASE DEBT; ALSO US SOVIET DELEGATES SPEAK AT

2. SALT & MBFR. FRIDAY WASHPOST WORLD ROUNDUP INCLUDED 
GENEVA ITEM HEADED ARMS TALKS, REPORTING US AND SOVIET UNION 
WERE RESUMING NEGOTIATIONS TO LIMIT THEIR NUCLEAR ARSENALS, 
ADDING TASK IS TO WORK OUT TECHNICAL DETAILS OF

3. SALT. FRIDAY WASHSTAR HAD LOCAL SCRIPPS-HOWARD ITEM

MIRV FINAL 50 THERE, RUSSIANS MIGHT THEN INSIST ON COUNT- 
ING ALL 200 MALMSTROM MISSILES AS MIRVS. US HAS LIMITED

INCREASED DURING 1975 WITH TREND CONTINUING OVER 
NEXT FEW YEARS WITH GROWING MILITARY STRENGTH SEEN 
AS SERVING CAUSE OF DETENTE. CALLAWAY SAID COMBAT 
TROOPS CONSTITUTED 59 PERCENT OF FORCES IN EUROPE 

IN 1972, 62 PERCENT TODAY, AND WILL BE 71 PERCENT 
IN 1977. OF WARSAW POWERS, CALLAWAY SAID: IF THEY 
CLEARLY REALIZE WE ARE PREPARED TO COUNTER THE THREAT 
OF WAR, THEN WE SHALL NOT HAVE TO LIVE THROUGH THE 
HORROR OF WAR. 

6. COMMENT: FRIDAY BALSUN HAD EDITORIAL SAYING THAT 
REOPENING OF SALT II TALKS PUTS US-SOVIET DETENTE 
BACK IN CONTEXT, WITH CRUCIAL FACTOR REMAINING 
THEIR CAPACITY TO DESTROY EACH OTHER. SUN SAYS SUCCESS 
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IN GENEVA NEGOTIATIONS IS STILL MUCH TO BE DESIRED 
DESPITE SHORTCOMINGS OF VLADIVOSTOK, ADDING CLEAR 
SENATE MAJORITY EXISTS TO PASS MATHIAS-KENNED Y- 
MONDALE RESOLUTION ADVISING ADMINISTRATION TO 
CONTINUE NEGOTIATIONS TOWARD ACHIEVING FURTHER MUTUAL 
ARMS LIMITATIONS. 

6A. MONDAY BALSUN YOST COLUMN SAID CONTRADICTIONS IN 
PROCESS OF ACHIEVING DETENTE CONCERNING CONTROL OF 
STRATEGIC ARMS HAVE BEEN TEMPORARILY RESOLVED BY 
COMPROMISE WITH HIGH ARMS CEILINGS AGREED TO AT 
VLADIVOSTOK BEING MORE TO THE SATISFACTION OF GENERALS 
THAN FOR THE PROTECTION OF POPULATIONS, A SITUATION 
IN INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS IN WHICH FAILURE TO MOVE 
FORWARD MEANS, IN FACT, SLIPPING BACKWARD. YOST 
SAID CONGRESS WILL PRESUMABLY APPROVE AN AGREEMENT 
WIT THESE CEILINGS ONLY IF ASSURED THAT THIS IS ONLY 
A PRELIMINARY STEP. KISSINGER 
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
